BUFFALO. N .Y. (UPI) - 
Buffalo police arrested at least 
20 persons late Wednesday in 
connection with an outbreak of 
v iolence at the State Univ ersity 
at Buffalo. 
Authorities said tension on the, 
campus began to rise before 
the start of Buffalo's scheduled 
basketball game with the State 
Univ ersity at Albany . A spokes­ 
man said a group of dissident 
y ouths threatened another sit-in 
on the court. 
After tjie game was cancelled 
and Clark Gy mnasium cleared, 
fights and a window breaking 
spree broke out. One security 
guard was seriously injured and 
at least sev en others receiv ed 
minor injuries. Two Buffalo po­ 
licemen were taken to the hos­ 
pital after being jumped. 
Dr. Peter F. Regan, univ ersi­ 
ty president, denounced the ac­ 
tion and said he "deeply regret­ 
ted that the radical left has 


again prov en its irresponsibility 
and lust for destruction." 
A group of about 200 students 
and non-students prev ented Buf­ 
falo from meeting Stony Brook 
State on the* basketball court 
Tuesday night by staging a sit- 
in. 
Tuesday 's group, believ ed to 
be a factor in the outbreak of 
v iolence, claimed "athletic ra­ 
cism" at the univ ersity and 
"professional 
misconduct" 
on 
the part of the coaching staff. 
Among the demands made by 
the group of 200 was the resig­ 
nation of the entire 
Buffalo 
coaching staff.

Co ntempt o f U.S. Co urts 


There is no question but that Judge Julius J. Hoffman 
was tried, as no jurist in the history of American juris­ 
prudence has been tried, during the fiv e month trial of 
the Chicago 7. Sentencing all defendants for contempt 
of court was also understandable, as was the sentencing 
of their lawyers. 


The defendants and their lawyers made a mock ery 
of U.S. courts—of our entire judicial system. They would 
hav e made it a policy that respect for judges was only 
for “squares.” There could nev er again be a sensible 
fair trial for anyone in this country, if defendants and 
their attorneys were to act as the Chicago defendants 
and their lawyers hav e done. 


The length of the sentences was stiff, yet Judge Hoff­ 
man must hav e pronounced them because he felt some­ 
thing drastic was needed to show the rioters and their 
ilk that they could not with impunity destroy our trial 
process. Justice requires respect, peace and quiet for 
thoughtful deliberation. 


Wro ng to Rea d Na mes 


The reading of the names of the men who hav e died 
in the Vietnam War either in protest against the war or 
to support the war effort is reprehensible. These fallen 
heroes cannot speak for themselv es. They cannot say 
whether they approv e or disapprov e. 


Many of the parents of these boys believ e their sons* 
names are being used in v ain. The least that the liv ing 
can do now is to heed the wishes of the belov ecj ones 
they left behind and respect the memories of those men. 
The New York Legislature should approv e ov erwhelm­ 
ingly the measure to be submitted which would outlaw 
the reading of the war dead by protestors or by those 
who would use the names to support the war.

Mudge,

Nixon 
is in the 
White 
House 
and 
another 
former 
partner, 
John 
Mit­ 
chell. is Attorney General. So 
for the old Nixon firm has 
a grip only on about $200,000. 
The 
subway 
is 
being 
financed in part with an $880 
million bond float, and the 
lawyers 
who 
handle 
such 
floats are always sure of rich 
profits. 
While the subway was in 
its dreaming stages, from 1960 
to 1969. the New York firm 
of

Ries­ 
man has found that many stu­ 
dents today "are conv inced 
that feeling is ev erything and 
that think ing has had it." 
If judgments lik e this are 
v alid, then the difficulty is 
worse than John Gardner im­ 
agines. Creak ing, sometimes 
.ov erhearing, institutions will 
hardly be improv ed or re­ 
placed if there is so positiv e 
a resistance to joint effort and 
accommodation among men 
and gro(i{)s. And what good is 
joint effort anyway if those 
assembled hav e nev er learned 
the, hard .but indispensable dis- 
pipline of think ing? 
yiie student's withdrawal in­ 
to self is not an escape into 
free$k >m but a denial of life 
(including its f l a w e d but 
changeable systems). Scholar 
Charles Frank el has it wiv en 
he says our toughest prob­ 
lems "aren’t the products of a 
‘system.’ unless it is the hu­ 
man nerv ous system and the 
human burden of history." 
You hav e to believ e that be­ 
fore you can deal with the real 
world, rather than try to hide 
from it.
